—_ IN the diftreſſe wherein 1 doe remaine, it 
\E2291 doth” bring: great comfort unto me to 
= hcare of the continuance of your health, 
| and of the good ſuccefſe of His Majeſties 
Armes, there is no happiernewes that 
can arrive to turne my fetters into free- 
dome, or my fſorrowes into hopes, or 
which can prefer them ſooner into the abſolure po 
of joy. In this apprehenſion ( mee thinks )T am notthe per- 
ſon which I was, and the morecloſe my body isreſtrained, 
the more enlarged and noble is my mind. This is the = 
pineſſe which I have gained by the ſolitude of my thral- 
dome, and whiles my enemies have endeavoured to affli& 
me,they have befriended me: Inthis only I havejuſt reaſon 
tolamenr, that I cannot enjoy that immediate influence 
from His Majefties aſpets which you doe, and I have thoſe 
his incomparable vertuesin contemplation only,which you 
xcally doc bchold and my doe &erive from them more

glory, by the full obſervation of their admixable working:. 
lis Majeſty like unto Him whoſe ſecqnd he is,gives reſtteiſe 
Demonſtrations of Religion, Juſtice, Prudence, and Mode- 
ration unto all; and conſtant in His owne goodnefſle, offers 
mercy unto. thoſe whoſe ſwords have taught Him'to be 
mercileſſe: And by a high example of wonderfull pictie to- 
void theeffuſion of their owne bloud, the King ſtoopes un- 
to His Subjects, and the Conquerour unto the conquer'd, [ 
would willingly fall a martyr in this cauſe, and T am ſorry 
that T' have not loſt my life rather then my liberty for the 
juſticeof it. Thavealong time deenedetain'd a priſoner, 
(for who can charg me of any other crime? )my. adverſaries 
would make the world beleeve, tharthey dome ſome great 
favour when theyleave it to my free cletion, whether 1 will 
be ſo, orno. Dothey beleeve that any is ſo in love wit 
ſetters that he would nor change them for his freedome, 
were the conditions equall and- proportionable ro-them? 
Some of my freinds have told me, and would perſwade me 
to a beliefe,thar my liberry may be gained: It may be gained 
peradventure indeed, but how? As from Merchants thar 
valuc it arſo high a rate that my fideliry,honour,and all thar 
i deare untoa noble mind, muſt be the price topurchals ir. 
If I refuſe whatthey propound,the lofſe of goods, of lands, 
and byrhe length of myreſtrainr, peradventure the loſſe of 
life it ſelfe muſt be the price that ſhall pay my ranſome. 
This is a hard choice, it is in my power to be a freeman they 
do alleadge: bur how? if I will be a{lave,fall of from rhe ex- 
ample of my noble Facher,* and Predecefſors, who laid che 
foundarion of their firſt: honours on their loyalties and their 
- obedience to their Prince Tt [ will abandon His Majeſtics 
ſervice in the warr, andenter into 2 new covenant and Pros 
teſtation with rhem to rake up Armes on their ſide, as if trea- 
. oa were nothing unleſle I made it Sacramentall.. I _

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ready given my faith unto my Prince, (apes whoſe hea

the dayes of Qacene Zlizabeih,and His Fathet of. bleſſed Me» 
morie? Hath He nor with true zeale and 4a ls ya 
ofthe great ſcorne and diſregard, that is caſtuponthe Ser« 
vice of God. in the Booke of Common Prayer? and thav 
while Religion is pretended to be reformed it is deſtroyed?
